(f) The upper age limit will be relaxable unto 45 years 
in respect of service clerks in the last years of their colour 
service in the Armed Forces, i.e. those who are due for re¬ 
lease from the Army during the period 2nd August, 1986 to 
1 st August. 1987. Such candidates are not entitled to any 
concession in fee. 

Provided that candidates admitted to the examination 
under this age concession will be eligible to compete only 
for vacancies in Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter- 
Services Organisations, which are not reserved for ex-servire- 
men. 

(g) There will be no upper age limit for Telephone Ope¬ 
rators who are employed in the Ministry of External Affairs 
as on 1-8-1986 and who continue to be so employed.

NOTE X : A Clerk- who ic on deputation to pri ex-no dre 
post with the awmrd of the comnet^nt authority will be 
eligible to be admitted to the examination 

NOTE 4 : Any permanent or temnorarv Telephone Opem- 
tor working in the . Office/Department r^rticipatipc in th^ 
Ministrv of Fy tern at Affairs shall eligible to annear p+ 
ffie ^xaminntiv- provided that no Telephone Operator shall 
b^ allowed to avail of more than two chances to qualify in 
the examination, 
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Telephone Operators, who are an deputation to other ex¬ 
cadre posts with the approval of the competent authority 
shall be eligible to be admitted to the examination if other¬ 
wise eligible.

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the service. 
A candidate who after such medical examination as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi¬ 
dates as are likely to he considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 

NOTE : In the case of the disabled ex-Defence Services 
personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by De¬ 
mobilisation Medical Board of the Defence Services 
will be considered adequate for the purpose of 
appointment.

14. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of 

(i) Obtaining support foi" his candidature by any means, 
for 

(ii) Impersonating. 

(iii) Procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) Submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tempered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
supressing materials information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection) with his candidature, for the examina¬ 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit, as the case may be, abetting 
the Commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing elapses, mav, in addition to^ render¬ 
ing himself liable to criminal prosecution, as 
liable :— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
Selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under appropriate rules, if he is 
already in service under Government. 

15. After the examination, the candidates competing for

Provided further that ex-servicemen belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes or Phvsically Handi¬ 
capped mav 7 to the extent who number of vacancies reserved 
f °r ffie Scheduled Castes the Scheduled Tribes and the 
Physical?v Handicapped can not be filled on the basis of the 
general standard, be recommended bv the Commission by a 
relaxed standard to make up the deficiency in the auota 
reserved for them out of the auota of vacancies reserved for 
ex-seryicemen subiect to the fitness of these candidates for 
selection to th* Service irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit at the examination. 
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16. Due consideration will be given at the time of making 
appointments on the basis of results of the examination to 
the preferences expressed by a candidate for various services/ 
posts at the time of this application, 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission at its discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding 
result. 

18. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service/Post.
